The jury will determine whether 


or not indictments should be hand- 
ed down against the five men, who 
may be killers, kidnapers, or mere- 
ly clever opportunists. 


CONDON IN COURT 


Dr. Condon Mtnself was in court 
as the procedure began. With him 
was a brief case full of papers, in- 
cIuding~Tetters feom .-thc-BUpggdsed 
kidnapers which convinced the 
Fordham professor that he should 
hafld over $50,000 of Colonel Lind- 
bergh's money to them. Al Reich, < 
former boxer who aided "Jafsie."'
